PROPOSED SALES TAX 
AROUSING OPPOSITION 


Congressman Rainey Al- 
leges Republicans Are 
Trying to “Buy the Sol- 

, dier Vote” With $1.25 a 
Day Bonus. 


Washington, April 22.—The fight 


@gainst levying a sales tax to raise 


part of the money for soldier re- 
lief legislation was taken today to 
the floor of the house. 

Amid applause of the democrats, 
Representative Henry T. Rainey, 
democrat, Illinois, charged that re- 
publicans were attempting to “buy 
the soldier vote” with the promise 
of $1.25 a day bonus. The applause 
quickly shifted to the other side 
when Representative Tincher, re- 
publican, Kansas, retorted that the 
dcmocratic espousal of a retroac- 
tive war profits tax was designed 
solely “to catch votes.” 

Meanwhile the republican mem- 
bers of the ways and means com- 
mittee had agreed tentatively on 
four forms of taxes for raising $1,- 
500,000,000 .1n the next two ycars. 
While the sales tax was accepted 
by these committeemen, added op- 
position to it was said to have de- 
veloped, though republican leaders 
doubted whether it would be ellm- 
inated as a revenue-getting scheme. 
The three other levies tentatively 
accepted bythe committee were a 
tax on all stock exchange transac- 
tions, equal to the amount of the 
brokers’ commission, an additional 
sur-tax on incomes, probably in ex- 
cess of $5,000 and an increase of 
approximately 15 per cent on «xist- 
ing taxes on cigars and tobacco. 

Pian te Stand. 

Committeemen said the final 
agreement on all details of the re- 
lief bill, including the methods of 
taxation, were open to revision, but 
they predicted the four-fold plan of 
taxation would not be changed. 

‘Treasury experts working with 
the reptiblican committeeman 
mate that $400,000,000 a year will be 
raised ‘by the sales tax; $200,000,000 
from the stock exchange deal; 
$100,000,000 from a 2 per cent tax oh 
the part of incomes exceeding $5,000, 
and $50,000,000 ‘by the 15 per cent in- 
crease on tobacco taxes. 

Committeemen declared that .re- 
gardless of the form, the taxation 
ultimately wdéuld be borne by the 
consumer. They estimated that more |

The writs. were made returnable 
next Saturday, at which time thé 
court announced bail of the thirteen 
persons involved will be reduced 
from amounts now $10,000 in some 
cases, to $500 each. 

The court’s expression of opinion 
regarding the round-up of last Jan- 
uary came during the testimony of 
Ivan Hyrnchuk, who was arrested 
at a communist meeting here. It 
developed that although Hyrnchuk 
was arrested on January 2, the war- 
rant for his detention was issued by 
telegraph on January 15, 

When JjJadge Anderson remarked 
that the case appeared to have been 
conducted on the theory of “hang 
first and try afterwards,” Assistant 
United States Attorney Louis Gold- 
berg asserted that proceedings in 
the form followed by the federal 
agents were sanctioned by the su- 
preme court in cases involving the 
immigration laws. 

“Tl am familiar with those cases.” 
replied Judge Anderson. “I wish 
you would show me one case _ in 
which the department of justice has 
the authority to arrest persons and 
hold them for two weeks without 
warrants. A more lawless proceed- 
ing is hard to conceive. Talk about

VERDICT MAY MEAN 
SENTENCE OF EXILE 


Maximum Penalty Ban- 
ishment for Five Years 
and the Minimum Pen- 
alty One Year— Cail- 
laux to Pay Costs of 
Trial.

Paris, April 22.—Joseph Caillaux, 
former premier of France and twice 
minister of finance, stands tonight 
convicted of having placed his per- 
sonal political ambition during th 
war higher than the interests of 
the country that honored him and 
gave him birth. Caillaux, while es- 
caping conyiction for high treason, 
was found to have been recklessly 
imprudent and very close to trea- 
sonable ambitions, for such is the 
interpretation of the verdict of 
“guilty of commerce and corre- 
spondence with the enemy,” which 
was rendered today against him by 
the French senate. 

This is the first. verdict of the 
sort rendered in any of the allied 
countries since the war began— 
“commerce,” as interpreted by the 
senators who were the judges, not 
meaning financial trading, but com- 
merce by means of common ideas, 
while “correspondence” in this par- 
ticular case, is employed in the 
sense of association. 

The senators entered Luxembourg 
palace this afternoon with the de- 
termination to have finished with 
the affair, which has taken up their 
time during the past three months. 
No one took seriously the predic- 


ed this evening. But after the court 
had disposed of the high treason 
charge and that of “intelligence 
with the enemy” and had declared 
its own. sovereignty in less than 
four hours, word was passed that 
a decision was impending, and Lux- 
embourg gardens were filled to 
overflowing in the neighborhood of 
the palace by dense crowds and po- 
lice reserves had to be called. 
Ballots Came Rapidly. 

The ballots féllowed G6ne anotiier 
with great rapidity. The paftisans 
of the former premier, were thrilled 
with joy and hope When the trea- 
son charge was 80 promptly’ elim- 
inated, confidently predicted acquit- 
tal and began to apportion among 
themselves the portfolios in the 
cabinet which CailNaux was éxpect- 
ed to form within six months after 
his release.

Savannah, Ga. April 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The twenty-second conven- 
tion of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, which convened here yester- 
day with more than 300 delegates 
from all parts of Georgia in attend- 
ance, was featured by unanimous 
adoption of a resolution condemning 
the movement now on foot-in At- 
lanta and over the south to estab- 
lish the open-shop system, and em- 
ployers Were placed upon notice that 
every resource at the hands of or- 
|}ganized labor will be thrown into 
the breath to prevent such a system. 

Previous to the opening of the 
convention a. parade was staged 
upon the principal business streets 
by the delegates, led by one of the 
leading bands of Savannah. 

Thousands of citizens of all classes 
thronged the sidewalks and cheered 
the long line of organized working- 
men. 

Old-timers in the labor movement 
pronounce the convention one of the 
most enthusiastic ever held in 
Georgia. 

Savannah Entertains Meet. 

Citizens of Savannah as a unit are 
leaving nothing undone for. the 
pleasure and convenience of those 
wearing the badges. Even .the ho- 
tels and restaurants have been ex- 
tremely moderate in their prices, 
and have furnished service at the 
lowest prices. In fact, all Savannah 
seems to,be proud to do honor in 
every way possible to ffie industrial

The welcome address on behalf of 
the Savannah Board of Trade was 
made by Hon. W. C. Davis. Mr.

Mr. Davis was profuse in his ex- 
pressions of faith in organized la- 
ber. He, too, deprecated the effort 
oh the part of any class of men, in 
any tommunity, to create strife be- 
tween thé classes. 

Sam Olive, president of the Geor- 
Zia state senate, was extended the 
privilege of the floor and made a 
ringing speech that was wildly 
cheered from’ start to finish. He 
stressed the necessity of organized 
labor standing by thelr constitu- 
tional officers and pointed out the 
evil effects of unauthorized strikes. 


Stand by Teachers. 


He advised that organized labor 
stand by the sghool teachers of 
America and urged better educa- 
tional advantages. He said that 
union labor should insist that the 
United States help pay for common 
school education as an initial meas- 
ure of national preparedness. He 
stressed the importance of obeying 
the laws of the land and claimed that 
the law is the friend and protector 
of all when fairly administered. He 
spoke of the two most dangerous 
flags yet unfurled—one the red flag 
of anarchy, and the other the black 
flag of legalized piracy flaunted by 
the . unscrupulous capitalist. He 
claimed that we have the best and 
greatest freedom, and advised that 
all should strive to protect this free-

PUBLISHERS PLEDGED 
10 CONSERVE PAPER 


New York, April 22.—The Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ associa- 
tion today pledged its members not 
to consume any more mewsprint 
from May 1 to December 31 next 
than they did in the corresponding 
period last year. Members will 
make monthly reports of news print 
consumption to a committee of the 
association. 

The association decided to appoint 
a committee of five to prepare a 
blank form upon which all publish- 
ers shall make a report of all paper 
consumed from May 1 to December 
31, 1919, and another blank form 
upon which at the end of each month 
during the remainder of 1920 the 
publishers shall make a report 
showittg the- amount of paper con- 
sumed each month, as compared 
with the same month the preceding 
year. 

The resolution is not intended, it 
said, “to bind any publisher to re- 
frain from making contracts or pur- 
chase of paper for the ensuing year 
of 1921, but that in making. such 
purchases they should be guided by 
the amount of paper they had stored 
or raga limit, Ge on January l, 


1919, and limi elr purchases and 
contracts for ensuing year to 
that amount.” 

The committee created to super- 
vise and secure the carrying out of 
the agreement is permitted, in ex- 
traordinary cases, to waive some of 
the requirements, 

The association indorsed legisla- 
tion pending in congress for use of 
the navy radio for transmission of 
new across the Pacific at a low rate. 

A committee report said the fed- 
eral excess profits tax worked a 
hardship on the newspaper industry 
and suggested that declaration of 
stock dividends by newspuper cor- 
porations might furnish some rélief. 

Besides the suggestions of stock 
dividends, the report proposed that 
publisherr make complete re-audits 
of their business beginning with 
1915, thereby possibly obtaining 
amendment of tax returns. The as- 
sociation has sent a questionnaire 
to publishers asking for reports 
showing the percentages of taxes to 
profit for a series of years.

BLLION MORE VALUE 


FOR THE COTTON CROP 


Boston, April 22.—An increase of 
more than $1,000,000,000 a year in 
the value of cotton to the growers 
in this country and a better quality 
of product for the spinners could 
be attained through closer felations 
between the cotton grower and 
spinner, H. M: Cottrell, of LAttle 
Rock, Ark., told the National Agsso- 
ciation of Cotton Manufacturers’ in 
annual meeting here. 

Growers who produce annually 
cotton valued at $2,000,000.000 are 
without information from the mane 
ufacturers, ‘Mr. Cottrell said, con- 
cerning the grades and staples and 
the quantities of e#ch required by 
the spinners. He urged the manu- 
facturers to make a survey of the 
cotton growing grades in co-opera- 
tion with local specialists to deter- 
mine the staples and grades most 
profitable for each locality to raise 
and be best adapted for the spin- 
ners’ use. — z

HEALTH TALKS |

SAVE THE WRAPPER—I7. 
Perspiration. 
Probably every species of animal, 
including the species that suffers 80 
much from evolution and false dig- 
nity, has its characteristic dor, 
whether the odor is appreciable to 
the feeble olfactroy sense of man or 
not. Explorers speak of rather 
striking odors about various savage 
races that g0 practically naked. 
Possibly these same savages are un 
aware of their own oaor and poig- 


ntly aware of the peculiar odor 
scnaamaad with the well bathed 
white man. 

The chief cause of any disagree- 
able odor from perspiration is 
clothing. The best remedy for foul 
perspiration is nakedness. If you 
can’t go entirely naked, as the Cre- 
ator intended, then go as naked as 
you can or go naked whenever you 
can. Going barefoot, for instance 
will cure bromidrosis (foul sweat- 
ing) of the feet in a few days. 
Clothing retains perspiration and 
permits fermentation or putrefac- 
tive decomposition to take place, 
the products of this decomposition 
being in part noisome. A: micro-Qr- 
ganism (bacterium fetidum) has 
been recognized as a provable cause 
of the offensive odor in some cases 
of perspiring feet. Soldiers in the 
tropics with uncovered feet do not 
suffer from this trouble; while sol- 
diers wearing stockings and shoes 
often do, at least early in their 
military training. 

Probably the 
local remedy for 
formaldehyde solution. This is sold 
in a standard 40 per cent solution 
known as formalin, It may be-used 
for sponging or bathing any part 
of the skin once a day in the 
strength of one ounce a day in a 
pint of water. When the skin has 
dried after this sponging, it is ad- 
visable to sprinkle it freely with 
finely powdered boric acid. 


Of course the clothing becomes 
permeated with the foul perspira- 
tion and must be frequently wash- 
ed. The stockings in the case of 
bromidrosis of the feet ‘may be 
soaked in a solution of boric acid 
in water and allowed to dry out. As 
much boric acid as the water will 
dissolve should be used. X-ray 
treatment in skilled hands has over- 
come some very obstinate cases of 
foul sweating of the feet. . 

Mopping the affected skin with 
a solution of half a tegspoonful of 
potassium permanganate in a pint 
of water once a day for several 
days will overcome some cases. Of 
course this stains the skin tem- 
porarily.

Mr. Gist will spend only so much 
of his time in the Georgia office and 
in the local field as is necessary to 
supervise the compilation and is- 
suing of reports. This service is 
largely dependent upon the volun- 
tary co-operation of crop reporters 
throughout the state.

He earn- 
estly urged that the American peo- 
ple read French literature.

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Returning from Cincinnati Wed- 
nesday where he has been in at- 
tendance upon the twelfth annual 
national conference of city plan<« 
ning, convinced that Atlanta’s char- 
ter is both obsolete and inadequate, 
Colonel William Lawson Peel, chair- 
man of the Atlanta planning com- 
mission, immediately began a study 
of the city charter with a view to 
its early revision. 


Speaking at the forum luncheon 
of the chamber of commerce shortly 
after his arrival. Wednesday, Col- 
onel Peel stated that he would 
doubtless call a special meeting of 
the planning board next Wednes- 
day, at which time he will recom- 
mend that the city planners take up 
immediately the matter of charter 
reform. According to Colonel Peel, 
the city planning commission is in- 
effective and helpless and the 
growth of Atlanta hopelessly re- 
tarded. 

“I conferred with some of the 
most famous experts in civic af- 
fairs in the world while in Cin- 
cinnati,” said Colonel Peel, “and 
when I asked them just what con- 
nection the planning commission 
should have with the city govern- 
ment, they replied that all the work 
of thé commission amounts to noth- 
ing if the city government does 
not carry out. the commission’s rec- 
ommendations.” 

“Atlanta is behind the times,” 
Colonel Peel containued. “We talk 
of a population of 500,000 within a 
few years, but we have no plans to 
bring this to pass. There are three 

rave causes of dissatisfaction in 

tlanta—inadequate sewers, -dilap- 
idated school buildings and badly 
paved streets. We must set about 
to better these conditions.” 

“Besides the material improve- 
ments needed, we must place in pub- 
lic office men of clear vision and 
business ability to carry out the 
natural progressive trend of At- 
lanta. Modern cities are fast shak- 
ing themselves free of petty ward 
politics. When Cincinnati needed 
a chief of police, itwent across the 
country for a capable ex-army of- 
ficer. They are demanding experts 
in that city. The city planners there 
see that their city is operated as if: 
it were a business, having on the 
job only men who can produce re- 
sults. 

“Atlanta is a big business, getting 
bigger every day, and efficient man- 
agement should be of concern to 
every taxpayer. In order to awaken 
this interest among taxpayers we 
are going to start propaganda of ed- 
ucation for the policies necessary 
for a bigger and better Atlanta.”
